said: 


"We were coming down the river and 


laving a good time. I was in the pilot 
louse and was just starting down to 
supper. 
When I reached the cabin 


deck I noticed the boat heading too 
much toward the shore, as I thought, 
and I stopped to see what the matter 
was. 
At this time a Mr. Garland, of 


lave-in-Rocks, 111., came up, and I told 
him the situation. He said: 'I can't 
..wim, how can I be saved?' 1 told him 
to ca.tch a .plank and jump when the 
aoat struck. 


"At that moment-the pilot seemed 


to realize where he was and the steam- 
er's bow began to turn about. He was 
about half a second too late. The bow 
missed the rock, but the stern struck 
and was completely torn off from the 
other part Garland jumped and was 
the first man off the boat. 


"When the shock came a brave Ne- 


^.o jumped ashore with a line and tied 
it, but the headway of the boat parted 
the line and she swung into the river. 


saw the boat was sinking, and as 


bhere seemed to be no one in command, 
I' helped lower the boats and helped 
all the lady passengers in. and all ol 
them were saved. The steamer .was 
then rocking and I went to the upper 
deck, expecting to stay there until help 
same. 


"In less than four minutes the boat 


had gone down over her upper decks, 
and when I was knee deep in water I 
jumped apd began swimming in the 
dark. 


"A Negro who was frightened and 


fighting for life caught me by the hair 
for support, and I had a terrible strug- 
gle in the water, but finally fought 
him away and saw him go clown to rise 
no more. 
"Just as I reached shore I heard a 


loud report, saw a great flame and the 
sabin of the boat rose high in the air 
and then I knew that' the boiler had 
burst. 
When I looked around I saw a 


yawl with people who had boarded it 
before I left the boat go down, and 
none of them were saved." 


"Mr. Bush, from Barres Point, Ark., 


was my roftamate. He had thirty-five 
mules "on board which he was taking 
to his plantation. 
He was drowned, 


and so were all his mules. Second 
Clerk Charles Howard, of Paducah, 
Ky,. was saved. 
Capt. Coppler was 


saved, but the passengers scored him 
bitterly for not attempting to save the 
boat. There was a passenger en route 
to Cairo who was injured. 


"Pell and son, of Newport, Ky., were 


the pilotsL and both were saved. Th.e 
young man was at the wheel, and it is 
said that his carelessness caused the 
trouble.

of imports over exports, the reverse of 
the doctrine Governor McKinley preach- 
es. The figures of last year for that 
country are interesting. In the year 
1894 the imports into Great Britain 
were worth §2,042,528,500 and exports 
but 81,080,971,000, making a "balance 
of trade" against the old country, of 
nearly a billion on the year's business. 
What is more, this has been going on 
for years. But the old country seems 
to like to get in more than it sends out, 
and keeps it: up. la 1894 imports in- 
creased 819,000,000 over. 1898, while ex- 
ports decreased $9,500,000. The London 
Times finds in explanation of the busi- 
ness depression in Great Britain that 
the excess of imports in 1894 was not 
relatively so large as in other years.

Some fifty years ago, when a house 


in Dean street, Soho, was being re- 
paired, on removing a marble chimney 
piece in "the front drawing-room four 
or 4ve "visiting" cards were found, 
one with the name of Isaac Newton on 
it. The names were all Ttrritten on the 
backs of common playing cards. The 
house in Dean street was the residence 
of Hogarth, or his father-in-law. 


In "Marriage a la Mode (Plate 4) this 


celebrated picture ~by Hogarth supplies 
an additional proof of playing cards 
having done duty as visiting cards and 
cards of invitation during the middle of 
the last century. 
There are several 


lying on the floor In the right-hand 
corner of the picture. One is inscribed: 
"Count Bassett begs to no how Lade 
Squader slept last nite." Soon after 
this period some particularly ingenious 
individual hit upon the idea of supply- 
ing fantastically hand-written cards to 
the "nobility and gentry," and very 
elaborate and gorgeous specimens of 
stationery and caligraphy these same 
cards were. 


Then the inevitable evolution set In, 


and cards soon developed into respect- 
able specimens of the engraver's art, 
and, though various changes took place 
in the shapes and sizes, eventually the 
sensible cards, as used at the present 
day, soon took a hold on the public, 
and the neatest and plainest -have re- 
mained the fashion. But the fantastic 
and absurd reigned for some.consider- 
able time, and stationers vied with 
each other as to who could produce the 
most elaborate.

ten inches long by six inches broad, 
with lace bordering.

She leaves her palace only on moon- 
light nights in a sedan chair of ordi- 
nary build to visit her numerous rela- 
tives in the capital. Her attendants,. 
on such occasions, are but few in num- 
ber; she employs no outrunners, no 
showy liveries. Nobody is allowed to 
to pay her reverence or take the least 
notice of her. Everything-Eanavalona 
does or is allowed to do by her husband 
and prime minister, she does thorough- 
ly; her incognito, when she chooses to 
assume it, is as dark as her state ap-
